FRANCE EXPECTS NO TROUBLE. 


Newspapers Confident That: Allies 
Will Redress’ Our: Grievances. 


Special Cable to THE New York ‘TimMEs. 

PARIS, Jan. 1.—The Paris newspapers 
devote much attention te the American 
note to Great Britain and most of them 
discuss the subject. editorially, their 
comments following English opinion 
closely... 

The Journal says: “Never before has 
a war been. s0-hard.on neutrals, but 
the situation is such that a complete 
blockade by the allies is the most ef- 
fective weapon. The American com- 
plaints seem fair even if over-strongly 
expressed, which is doubtless due to 
thé habitual frankness of their diplo- 
macy. 

“In reply we proffer a surgical «anal- 
ogy: the brutal cure is the quickest. 
This.does not mean that the allies ‘are 
unwilling to do their. utmost to ‘retiress 
grievances but let. America remember 
that each violation of the-blockade costs 
us hundreds of lives and we cannot aban- 
don it. As-a practical people they must 
tecognize the exigencies of ‘the situa, 
tion. 

“The Matin expresses briefly the hope 
that. the question will be. settled satis- 
factorily. It recognizes the friendly 
spirit of the American -protest.” 

The, Petit Journal comments: 

“The Allies are as anxious as America 
to find a solution of the delicate prob- 
lem. The evident sympathy of. the 
American people discounts the apparent 
harshness of the protest. We await 
the issue confidently,”

Misuse of Inheritance Tax.

BIG PLOT IS SUSPECTED | 


The Woman Believed to Have a 
Large Quantity of Opium, Which 
Will Be Returned to This City.

LONDON, Jan. .1.— Sophie Ghee, 
known as the “ Opium,Queen,”’ reached 
Liverpool on the Balti¢ this morning 
and will be deported back to New 
York on the liner Philadelphia as an 
undesirable alien. Her trunks, which 
are supposed to contain a large quan- 
tity of the drug, were sealed up and 
turned over to the Captain of the Phila- 
delphia. 

If the woman had landed there would 
probably have been no means of guar- 
anteeing her return to the United 
The undesirable alien proce- 
dure Was arranged with the authorities 
in Liverpool by United States Consul 
Washington. 


Federal officials who have been in- 
vestigating the opium traffic bélieve 
the return of Sophie Ghee will lead to 
the uncovering of one of the biggest 
opium smuggling plots ever conceived. 
The woman is believed to be the New 
York head of a band of commeitacers.

‘A GERMAN DEMONSTRATION. 


Dresden Crowd Cheered at Smudg- 
Ing of American Flag. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Whenever any one talks to me of how fond 
Germany is of the United States, I tell him 
of an occurrence I witnessed in Dresden. last 
Sunmer. Monday morning, Aug. 3, (Ger- 
many declared war on Saturday, Aug. 1,) I 
was walking down Pragerstrasse, thé prin- 
cipal ‘busitiess street of Dresden, wheh I saw 
a big crowd ahead of me, blocking up the 
whole street from sidewalk to sidewalk, I 
quickened my. pace to see what. the excite- 
ment was all-about, for the crowd was'theer- 
ing some one to the echo, When I reached 
the edge of the crowd I found that it was in 
front of an.

When. the. report .came up in the 
House in’ the last hours of the recent 
session, the question ‘of no quorum was 
raised, and the House adjourned ‘. 
out action. The bill consequently) ent 
over until the present’ session. 

The bill as agreed on .by the confer- 
ence committee .and as. finally passed 
exempts the dispensing or distribution 
by physicians of drugs containing opi- 
um or coca leaves or any of . their 
derivatives, provided. the physician 
keeps a record of all such gs dis- 
pensed. or distributed; .shoWing the 
amount dispensed, the .date, the uae 
and the address of the patient. 
however, the physician-is in sSeiiswal 
attendance on the patient, such a rec- 
ord is unnecéssary. .Physicians and all 
others buying drug’ preparations con- 
taining opium or ne must order}. 
them on forms to be issued: by = the 
Commission of Internal. Revenue. . But 
physicians’ prescriptiotis are specifi- 
cally exempt. 

As has been pointed out, it is not 
in any sense a. regulatory measure; 
and the amount of good that it will or 
can accomplish will-depend entirely on 
.the local police. regulations .and the 
methods..adopted ‘by states and. cities 
to enforce cas regulations. But after 
years of long,, pe jent effort and many 
revisions, the as passed is in’ the 
judgment of The Journal of the Amieri- 
can Medical Association’ probably the 
best that can be formulated under ex- 
isting conditions.

PERMIT SYSTEM STILL LAX 


New Jersey and Connecticut Stat- 
: utes Fall to Give Full 
Protection. — 


That the Sullivan law has made. the 
pistol. less popular -was. proved last 
year, according to George P. Le Brun of 
the Coroner's office; secretary of the 
Uniform Legislation League, by the fe- 
duction in the number of deaths, both 
homicides and suicides, by shooting. 


It was the 50 per cent. increase in 


fatalities by shooting: in Manhattan in|, 


1910 which ¢aused the movement to 
regulate the possession of firearms that 
resulted in the Sullivan-law, and Mr, 
Le Brun said yesterday that he con- 
sidered that the last returns had .com- 
pletely vindicated its existence. 

For a time after the law was in effect it 
did not seem to make much différence: 
In 1910; while it was still only 4 mis- 
demeanor to carry a pistol, there were 
108 humicides. by shooting in Manhattan 
and 183 suicides. In 1912, the first com- 
plete year in which.to carry a firearm 
was a felony, the suicides fell to 89, 
but the homicides increased to’ 114. In 
1913 there was little change, with homi- 
cides at 111 and suicides at 86, but in 
1914 there whs the sharp decline to 72 
homicides and 63 suicides. 

The slow manifestation of the Sul- 
livan law's good effect, in the opinion 
of Mr. Le Brun, may be ascribed -to the 
lack of police enthusiasm. He said‘ he 
believed that in. 1912 there. were fewer 
than ten arrests of shop-keepers’ for 
selling revolvers to persons who had no 
permits. Yet he considered the clause 
covering that offense one of the most 
important in the law. 

In New Jersey and Connecticut, from 
which, as is shown by: the Baff case,

to inquire into his right to possess it. 
Mr.-.Le Brun said an effort would be 
made at the next session of the Legis- 
laturés to have: the. laws strengthened 
in those States. 

Mr. Le Brun, speaking from his; six- 
teen years’ experience in the Coroner's 
office, also éxpressed himself.as skep- 
tical of the yalue of a pistol to a law- 
abiding citizen as a protection. House 
holders have obéejcted to the Sullivan 
law on the ground ‘that they feared to 
forego defense against burglars, and 
such phop-kespers. as jewelers have de- 
poe sed the teh Ban use revolvers

ut Mr. Le van. waid yesterday that 
hardly ever did the 'Coroner’s office 
ave to do with a homicide by a burg- 
ar, and that when it did it was usually 
because the householder, had shown a 
revolver.

applicant are forced to rely upon the 
two witnesses to their respectability 
they are required to call. But it is 
easy for a disreputable saloon keeper 
to find two neighbors to vouch for 
him, and. the Magistrate is then prac- 
tically Plage to issue the: permit. 

Mr. Le Brun would like to see the 
granting i Sok gh given. to the of- 
ice of the ief Magistrate.

‘Then the police should organize’a 
pistol squad. .Whenever there is a 
shooting fatality, they should ‘inves- 
tigate as to how the revolver was 
obtained, and whether the seller had 
made sure that the purchaser had a 

rmit. then, ew Jersey and 

onnecticut should co-ordinate their 

laws to that of New York, there 
would be a stil] further decrease in 
shooting fatalities. 

According to statistics collected by 
the Chicago Coroner’s office, there 
were in 19 3, in that city, 1,140 shoot- 
ing casualti es, of which’ 828 were 
fatal, of these 612 were attempts at 
homicide by shooting, with 140 deaths 
and 285 were attempts at siucide 
with 164 fatal results. Throughout 
the country in 1918 there were §8,- 
668 murders, of whieh 5,668 were by 
shooting and 5,986 suicides with fire- 
arms.

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 1:—United States 
District Attorney Harry B. Tedrow has 
received a citation ordering him to ap- 





‘pear before Ira_C. Rothgarber, county 


judge, and show cause why the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is. entitled 
to receive $8,500 from the estate ‘of 
Rufus (“Potato”) Clark. Clark died 
leaving an estate of 
mrore than $100,000. The bulk of the es- 
tate was bequeathed’ to a religious or- 
ganization for missionary work in Af- 
rica. One clause of the will, however, 
was as follows: 

‘*T direct my executor to pay to the 
Government of the United States the 
sum of $3,500, the same being a.sum of 
which I knew a man in 1863_to have de- 
frauded the United States. The fact 


Was never reported by me, and I now 
feel bound in honor to make good the 
money.’ 

The religious organization which Tre- 
ceived the larger bequest seeks to pre- 
vent the payment of the money to the 
United States, holaing that a bequest to 
the Government is legal. Clark re- 
eeived his nickname of ‘* Potato’’ when 
he sent.a carload of potatoes from Colo- 
rado to the destitute in Chicago after 
the great fire. 


URGES COAST GUARD BILL. 


Président Asks House Leaders to 
Act Promptly on Measure. 


WASHINGTON, .Jan. 1—President 
Wilson has addressed a letter to Demo- 
cratic “Leader Tnderwood and pre- 
sentative Adamson, Chairman of the 
House Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, urging prompt enactment of the 
pending coast guard bill. 

“T hope you will not think L am 
unduly burdening you,”’ he wrote,. ‘if 
I write to express my very great inter- 
est in the bill passed by the Senate 
and aed in the House, for consolida- 
tion ‘of “the revenue cutter and life- 
saving services. t is of the highest 
consequence .for the efficiency of et 
services that the bill pass and I hope 
that some chink may be found for it 
even in the busy hours of the House 
calendar.’”’

2-CENT RATE TO BAHAMAS. 


New Postal Arrangement with Brit- 
ish Colony Now in Effect. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—-An agree- 
ment extending the two-cent postage 
tate to mails hetween the United States 
and the Bahamas went into effect to- 
day, marking another step in the move- 
ment to make effective a two-cent rate 
throughout the Western Hemisphere. 

In announcing the extension of the 
rate to the Bahamas, Postmaster Gen- 


eral _oeeen issued the following state- 
men 

‘Fhe domestic letter rate of two cents 
an ounce or fraction thereof, is now in 
effect between the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany; and in the West- 
ern Hemisphere with Canada, New- 
foundland, Mexico and Cuba. The ad- 
dition of the Bahamas is considered im- 
portant commercially.
